The Rattlesnake and its Congeners, 

CONCLUDED. 
The most extraordinary story of snake 
fascination was recently related by a St. 
Louis paper of a black snake seven feet six 
inches long, and a, young girl thirteen years 
of age, which resulted in-a fearful tragedy. 
The father of the child lived in Franklin 
County, Missouri. ‘The fact was first notic- 
ed, that the youu gir? foty perfevt “hualth; 
began to decline, and. finally wasted away to 
amere skeleton. On the arrival of the spring 
she could not be prevailed upon to eat in the 
house, but insisted upon- taking her bread 
and meat tothe banks of a neighbouring creek, 
The neighbours having heard of the child’s 
extraordinary conduct, and also of her wast- 
ed appearance, suggested to her father to 
watch her movements, which was done on a 
sueceeding Friday. ‘The child had been 
sitting on the bank of the creek nearly all 
the forenoon until near dinner time, when 
she got up, went to the house, asked for a 
piece of bread and butter, and again return- 
ed to her place’ of watching: The father 
stealthily followed the child, and to his: hor- 
ror saw a huge black snake slowly raise its 
head into the child’s lap, and receive the 
bread and butter from her hand; and when 
she would attempt to take a bite of the bread, 
the snake would become very angry, when 
the child, trembled like a leaf, would prompt- 
ly return the food to the monster. The 
father was completely paralyzed, not being 
able to'move hand or foot ; the blood fairly 
clogged im his veins, and he groaned in agony. 
This caused the snake to become alarmed, 
and it glided away into the creek and disap- 
peared. Upon being questioned, the child 
refused, or appeared incapable of giving any 
answer.  It:was finally sdetermined that the 
child should go again the next day, and that 
the snake should be allured ashore and killed. 
The next morning the child took the bread 
to the creck as usual, and the moment. the 
monster made its appearance, the father, who 
was on the watch, fired and shot it through 
the head. The child swooned, the snake 
writhed about and died ; the child recovered, 
and’ ‘swooned and recovered, and swooned, 
and finally died, seeming in the greatest 
agony. Upon the facts the editor says: 
“This horrible, and'at thé same time melan- 
cholly occurrence, is the first we haye heard 
of for a long time, and in fact the first we 
ever knew of where we could positively vouch 
for its truthful correctness.) We know that 
there are persons who doubt the reality of 
such fascination, but if they entertain any 
doubts on this subject hereafter, the relations 
of this unfortunate little girl can be found 
ready and willing to corroborate our state- 
ment.” 

With the rattlesnake the excitement of 
charming is positively necessary to prepare 
the animal to take its food. Nature seems 
to have provided this strange peculiarity to 
call the saliva glands into action, and soften 
the muscles of the throat’so as to. give them 
the elasticity necessary for swallowing. A 

entleman who had a large rattlesnake con- 
fined in a cage, after it had fasted for some 
months,’ gave it a half grown rat. © ‘To his 
surprise the’ snake took no notice-of the in- 
truder; and in a'few hours they were living

This example is satisfactory, that the snake; 
as we have already suggested, is obliged to 
go through the excitement attendant upon 
what is termed charming, to be able to take 
its food ; for it could at any time, for weeks 
previous, and without ceremony, have snap~ 
ped'up the rat as: it lay all the day long 
sleeping upon the floor of the eage. 
AvSouthern gentleman, who took & great 
deal of interest in the habits of rattlesnakes, 


,} mentions that a negro once brought him one 


and offered it for sale. ‘To show the size 
and beauty of the creature, hie took it out of 
the small wooden box in which it was con- 
fined, and fearlessly let the serpent loose upon 
}'the ground. ‘The reptile began to glide in a 
sinuous, undulating, but gentle course along 
the veranda. Seeing it approach the limits 
of the adjoining. premises, the negro was or- 
dered to bring the reptile back. Obeying 
the injunction, the man immediately recap- 
tured the snake, which he effected by apply- 
ing his fingers to the back of its head. ‘The 
gentleman, upon examining the sake atten- 
tively, discovered two long dnd terrible fangs 
projecting from the upper jaw, which he had 
understood the negro to say had ‘been ex- 
tracted. The negro, upon being told of th 
danger he ran in seized the snake with his. 
naked band, replied, “ that there was never 
any danger when the snake was not coiled 
up and prepared for a spring.” 

Audubon, to prove’ that serpents'can not 
fascinate, relates that he had a rattlesnake 
anda thrush confined in a large cage—so 
large, indeed, that the. bird easily: escaped 
out of the reach“of the monster. For along 
while the snake made vain attempts to catch 
its prey, and finally only succeeded by lying 
down close to the cup’ of water, and. there. 
waiting for the bird. The thrush showed 
‘great uneasiness, and would dash at the water 
and. then retreat; it finally, as- the great 
ornithologist thinks; fell a prey to its enemy 
while endeavoring to quench its thirst. Our 
conclusion is, that the snake never possessed 
intelligence enough to go through the com- 
plicated argument that the thrush must come 
to the cup of water or perish with thirst ; 
on the contrary, the snake being near the 
water was an accident, and the bird, instead 
of dashing down to drink, was really in the 
toils of the charmer, and vainly struggling to 
make its escape. 

Rattlesnakes have their’ antipathies, and 
those known are very strongly marked. In 
‘Dokas;-particotarly Sotweer tho Ndsocs and 
the Rio Grande; the largest. rattlesnakes in 
the world exist, and &t certain seasons of the 
yearlit is quite dangerous to “camp out”? 
without due precaution. The inhabitants 
have many devices to protect themselves, but 
the most simple is encircling the place of 
bivouae with the long horse-hair halter. ‘The 
snake will never cross this magic circle. In 
more northern latitudes, it has been found 
that the rattlesnake will not live where the 
white ash grows in abundance. It has even 
been the practice among hunters who 
traverse the forests in ‘summer, to-stuff their 
boots, moceasins, with white ash leaves, for 
the purpose of securing themselves against 
the snakes; and it is said that no person was 
ever bitten who resorted to this specific. 

Judge Woodruff, formerly a resident of 
Ohio, relates that he was with a small party 
onthe Mahoning river for the purpose of 
deer hunting. ‘The party took their station 
on an elevated spot, fifteen or twenty yards 
from the waters edge. Here the’ men 
watched for the wished-for game; and while 
they were waiting, they saw a large rattle- 
snake, which had crawied out from among 
the rocks beheath them, and was slowly mak- 
ing his way. across a narrow, smooth sand- 
bank toward the river. Upon hearing the 
vojces of the men, the snake halted, and lay 
stretched out with his head near the water. 

« Tt was now determined to try ash leaves. 
Accordingly search. was made, and a small 
white ash sapling, eight or ten feet long, was 
procured ; and, with a view to make the ex- 
periment more satisfactory, another sapling 
of maple was cut. In order to prevent the 
snake's, retreat to his den, the Judge ap- 
proached him in his rear, and when he had 
advanced within eight feet of him, the snake 
coiled up his body, elevated his head several 
inches, brandishing his tongue, and thus sig- 
nified his readiness for battle. The Judge 
then. presented his. white ash wand, placing 
the leaves upon the body of the snake, The 
reptile instantly dropped his head upon the 

‘ound, unfolded his. ¢oil, rolled over upon 

is back, twitched and twisted ls whole 
body in every form but that ofa coil, and 
gave signs of being in great agony. ‘The 
white ash was then laid by, upon which the 
snake immediately placed himself in a coil, 
and assumed the attitude of defence as before. 
The sugar-maple stick was next used; the 
snake darted forward ina twinkling, thrust 
his head ‘ with all the malice of the under 
fiends? and the next moment coiled and 
lanced again, darting his whole length with 
the swiftness of an arrow. . After repeating 
this several times, says the Judge, I change 

his fare, and presented, him the white ash. 
He immediately. doused, his peak, stretched 
himself on his. back, and weithed his body in 
the same manner as at the first application. 

It was then proposed to try what effect 
might be produced, upon his temper and 
courage by a little flogging with the white 
ash, This was administered, but, instead of 
arousing, him to resentment, proved only to 
increase his troubles. As the flogging grew 
more severe, the snake frequently stuck his 
head into the sand as far as he could thrust 
it, and seemed desirous to bore into the earth 
and rid himself of his unwelcome. visitors. 
| Being now convinced, that the experiment 
| was a satisfactory one, and. fairly conducted 
on both sides, we deemed it ungenerous to 
take his life after he had contributed so much 
| to. gratify, our, curiosity ;.and so we took.our

and force, if the assault has been successful, 
the snake is cut into shreds. 

Combats between the rattle ank black 
snakes are certain if they meet, and the black 
snake is, with rare exceptions, the ccnqueror. 
Upon seeing each other, these animals in- 
stantly assume their respective attitudes of 
defence, and display'the great difference in 
their organization. ‘The rattlesnake coils 
itself up, ready for attack or defence; the 
black snake, being a vonstrictor, moves 
about from side to. side, and is in constant 
activity —mntually exciting each others pas- 
ions. ‘The rattlesnake. finally-setiles-down 
into a glowing exhibition of animosity, its 
head thrown back, its fangs exposed, its rat- 
tles in constant agitation, The black snake, 
seemingly couisciaus that the moment of strife 
has come, now commences circling round its 
enemy, absolutely moving so swifly that it 
seems but a gleam of dull light; the rattle- 
snake attempts to follow the movément, but 
soon becomes confused, and dropsits head in 
despair : then it is that the black sake darts 
upon the back of the neck of its ¢eadly foe, 
seizes it between its teeth, and springing up- 
ward, envelops the rattlesnake in, its folds. 
The struggle, though not long, 8 painful : 
the combatants roll over in the dust, get en- 
tangled in the bushes ; but every moment the 
black snake is tightning its hold, until. the 
rattlesnake gasps for breath, becomes, help- 
less, and dies. For a while the black snake 
still retains its grasp ; you can perceive its 
muscles working with constant) energy ; but 
finally, it cautiously uncoils itself, and quietly 
betakes to the water, where recovering its 
energy, it dashes about a moment as if in ex- 
ultation, and disappears from the scene. 

Of all enemies with which the rattlesnake 
has to contend, except man, the hog is the 
mpgst_destreetive,Aw-ghl ecu with o litter 
of pigs to provide food ida will bunt for the 


reptile with a persever; and sagacity truly 
astonishing, tracki ey their scent to 
their hiding-places ver letting them 
escape. In the west in early times, and now 
throughout the country, if rattlesnakes be- 
come troublesome in any locality, a drove of 
hogs are tarned into their haunts, and the 
snakes soon disappear. The hog, when it 
sees a rattlesnake, instantly erects its bristles 
and pack, and commences rattling its tusks. 
The snake accepts the challenge, and pre- 
pares for defence. The old_porker seems to 
understand what part of its body are invul- 
nerable to poison, so it gets down upon its 
knees, and in this awkward position deliber- 
ately crawls, by a sliding motion, up to the 
enemy. The snake darts forward, and the 
hog dexterously catches the fangs in the fat 
that swells out the jaws—the blow isrepeat- 
ed, and the hog having been smitten on one 
cheels, deliberately turns the other. This the 
animal continues to do until the snake has 
not only exhausted for the time being, its 
poison, but also its strength. The hog then 
deliberately rises from its knées, and now, re- 
gardless of consequences, seizes the serpent 
near the head, and putting its fore-feot upon 
its squirming body, strips the reptile through 
ils teeth, and thus tears it to pieces. If the 
hog, as is sometimes the case, happens to be 
very lean, and the poison fangs thereby strike 
the circulation, it will die from the wound, 
but this conjunction rarely takes place. 

«A very fine, large cotton-mouth snake, 
being captured, by tying a shoe-string 
around him, lie became exceedingly ferocious, 
striking at even the .erack of a small riding 
whip. Finding himself'a prisoner, without 
hope of eseape, he turned bis deadly weapons 
on his own body, striking repeatedly his well 
charged fangs deeply into his own flesh. 
Notwithstanding this, he was put in a small 
basket, and carried forward. In one hour 
after he was found dead, and no amount of irri- 
tation could excite the least indication of 
life. Four hours after, while removing the 
skin for preservation, the blood oozed slow- 
ly from the yessels in a dissolved state. No 
violence was done to his snakeship except 
what he did to himself. 

© A large rattlesnake, beheaded instantly 
with a hoe, would, an hour afier, strike any 
thing that pinched its tail. Of several per- 
‘sons who were testing their firmness of nerve 
by trying to hold the hand steady while the 
serpent struck at it, not one could be found 
whose hand would not recoil in spite of his 
resolution ; and one man—a great bully, by- 
the-by—was struck on the naked throat with 
considerable force by the headless trunk of 
the serpent, and staggered back, fainted and 
fell’from terror. Mr. Stewart, of Missis- 
sippi, tells me he once witnessed a singular 
scene. An old hunter shot a rattlesnake’s 
head off, and after reloading his gun and 
standing some time, he stooped to pull off 
the rattles, and the bloody but headless trunk 
of the snake struck him in the temple, and 
he fainted and fell down with terror. 

The yitality. of the snake is a matter of 
observation with all acquainted with its 
habits.

The reptile at once gulped it 
down, but the mole, making no difference 
between the sides of its prison-house and the 
solid earth, much to the astonishment of the 
flat-boatmen, ate its. way out of the snake’s 
side; whereupon it was swallowed again, and 
again gnawed its way into daylight, The 
snake, getting a dipner nndér ‘difficulties, 
ence more titillateltoits throne yithethe oft 
repeated morsel, but with no more Sacetss of 
keeping it on its stomach than theZrishman 
had with the emetic. The fourth time, the 
snake vainly attempted to engulf its dinner, 
but was too much exhausted, and ‘gave it 
up as an impossible job. The mole, so well 
calculated to make its way through the world, 
was put on shore as a reward for its bravery; 
and, if it ever thinks at all, must be very 
much amused at its adventures with the flat- 
boatmen on the roaring river of the sunny 
land of Florida.

A New Flying Machine, 


The Paris Patrie has the following:— 
The Academy of Sciences is a good deal 
interested by the invention of the flying 
machine,. by. Don. Diego de. Salamanca. 
With this machine, Don Diego's daughter, 
Rosanra, rose in the air, some time ago, at 
Madrid, to the great astonishment of the 
Spaniards, who were but little accustomed 
to this kind of miracle. Don Diego de Sa- 
lamaca and his daughter are about to arrive 
at Paris, to show the effects of this marvel- 
lous invention. The machine is very sita- 
ple; it consists in a case two. feet Jong, and 
a foot wide, adapted to a band of leather 
round the wait, buckled-behind. The two 
iron. rods, fastened to theyease, support a 
small piece of wood, un which the feet re- 
pose. ‘The case contains a simple and in- 
genious mechanism, similar to that employ- 
ed to set an automaton in motion. The 
mechanism is worked by-a handle. | It sets 
inwrork two large wings, ten feet long, made 
of very thin caoutchoue, covered with 
feathers; and the wings may be so worked 
as to produce vertical, perpendicular or hori- 
zontal flying: ‘The number of turas given 
to the handle determines the height which 
it is desired to go, The handle has to be 
turned every quarter of ‘a league, to regu- 
late the distance; ithe operrtion of turning 
insts-a-minute —Horizenal Aying™ inthe 
most difficult; the wings beat the air like 
the oars of a boat, or rather as the feet ofa 
swan when he swims. By means of this 
curious machine, aman can go as fastas a 
carrier-pigeon from the Hotel de-Ville to the 
Are de Triomphe de Etoile, in eight 
minutes, and in half an hour to Versailles, 
The experiments, which will be made in 
Paris, will be on a small’scale, and the 
flights of Don Diego will not extend beyond 
the departments of the Seine; but at a later 
period he proposes to go to Lyons, Bor- 
deaux, Toulouse, Matseilles, and ‘Tours, and 
to take the lines of railway. He pretends 
that he can travel quicker than by rail, ‘The 
price of each machine will not exceed 1,- 
270f. for men, and 1000f, for women, If 
the experiment succeeds, Don Diego will 
take out a patent, and will make the sale of 
the machines a branch of commerce. Al- 
though greatly astonished: at this new in- 
yention, several members. of the Academy 
haye pointed out the inconvenience of bring- 
ing it into general use. In point of fact, 
there will be no security for any one, if, by 
the aid of such machines, all our usages 
and customs be overthrown, and if male- 
factors can fly on the roofs of houses, after- 
wards get into apartments, and commit all 
sorts of depredations. _It will be very euri- 
ous to see policemen in France and Eng- 
land pursuing thieves, in the air, in order 
to lock them up on earth, it appears that 
1855 promises us all sorts of marvel.

‘The Emperor of four Boards, 


Nicholas, late Emperor, master, owner of 
upwards of sixty millions of bis fellew-crea- 
tures, is now-simply the Emperor of four 
boards. A board under him—a board over 
him—a board at each side of him. In that 
small compass is contained the’ late world- 
wide mischief. The footsteps of that clay 
image shook the earth—the feet are turned 
upwards; and the God of Russia is now of 
no more account than so much Siberian 
earth. A more solemn, a more awful rebuke 
to the wicked vanity of haman-ambition was 
never vouchsafed by Heaven. A few'days 
ago, and millions trembled at the image they 
now hold their nose at. 

‘The man is dead, but his wickedness is still 
vital. We are not of those who would fling 
roses on his bier; and do homage to that in 
death, that with all our heart and soul we 
contended against whileliving. We exult in 
the sudden taking” away of the moral pesti- 
lence, as we would render hearty, grateful 
thanksgiving for the staying of the plague. 
Death does not make black white; it conse- 
crates goodness in human memory; it affixes 
an everlasting brand to the. evil doer. The 
adage, Nil nisi bonum de mortuis—that most 
respectable and ancient absurdity—would 
confound all history; would -destroy all dis- 
tinction between good and evil. A tyrant, 
a blood-shedder, has been no less tyrannous, 
no less sanguinary, because he ceases to be. 
His pestilential breath has smitten households; 
his words have been as destructive shot, as 
devouring, flame... The effects exist and are 
attested in the woe and agony of living thou: 
sands—even though the Imperial mouth is 
full soon to become a place for worms. “We, 
therefore, with a solemn joy, breathe a thanks- 
giving for the riddanee of the sick man—the 
really sick man, as Nicholas has proved him- 
self, the Turkish Sultan being still alive and 
hearty. “ We have a sick man on our 
arms,” ‘said Nicholas... We have a dead 
gO in our palace, isthe taaient of the 
Imperial household. 

How Nicholas died may not be truly 
known for many years. In the meanwhile, 
the world is distrustful. It seems to be diffi- 
cult to imagine a natural death to any ruler 
of the house of Romanoff. Wherever the 
world beholds an Emperor of Russia, it sees 
the inevitable assassin at his shoulder. Paul 
died with his neck in his own scarf. And it 
is said that an incautious over-dose of mor- 
phine served as the mortal lullaby to 
Nicholas. 

However, we have among us earnest, phil- 
anthropie Englishmen, with a reverence for 
Nicholas. He is affectionately spoken of at 
Manchester. Mr. Bright laments that such 
a potentate was ever interfered with. Mr. 
Bright—in a private party, the public’ care- 
fully shut out—denounces such meddlings 
« holding by this principle, that it is not our 
duty, and that it is not our interest to plunge 
ourselves headlong into every quarrel that 
ambition or accident may create in any part 
of the continent of Europe.” Now, we only 
wish that we had shown-a disposition to fling 
ourselves headlong into the Russian war ; 
then, our very readiness for combat would 
have stayed bloodshed. But what was the 
fact? Why, with pilot Aberdeen in the 
State craft, we were “ drifted into the war ;” 
drifted into it without rudder or compass. 
Surely, we have shown a marvellous amount 
of placidity.

A supplement of the London Gazette of 
Friday publishes the following official notifi- 
cation of the raising of the blockade of the 
Danube : 


+“ Foreign Office, March 19. 


«“TItis hereby notified that the Right Hon, 
the Earl of Clarendon, K. G., her majesty’s 
principal secretury of state for foreign affiirs, 
has received a despatch from Rear-Admiral 
Sir Edmund Lyons, G, C,.B,, commanding 
her tnajesty’s naval forces in the- Bluck Sea, 
dated Royal Albert, off Sebastopol, 20th of 
Febroary, 1865, and addressed to the Lords 
commissioners of the Admiralty, announcing 
‘that, in conjuction with Vice-admiral Bruat, 
commanding the French Squadron in the 
Black Sea. he had, on and from the 18th of 
February’ last, raised the blockade of the Dan- 
ube, which was established on and from the 
Ast day of June, 1854, and which was notified 
in the London Gazette of the 13th of June, 
1854, and which has since been duly main- 
tained, It is hereby notified that the cruisers 
of the allied fleets are, and will remain, sta- 
tioned off the mouth of the Danube to capture 
any vessel laden with contraband of war des- 
tined for the use of the enemy.”

Mr. J. C. Brown, so well and favourably 
known to Colored Canadians, for fidelity to 
their interests, and a Trustee of the above 
called place, lectured in the 2nd Wesleyan 
Chapel in this city, on Monday evening last, 
to a large audience. 

Mr. Brown has been visiting the several 
districts in which our people reside, and has 
aroused them to a sense of their duty touch, 
ing the Dawn, and from indications at the 
meeting and subsequent occurrences, it is 
possible that Toronto,'too, may make a de- 
monstration. The persons present on the 
occasion, were enlightened, and instructed re- 
specting Dawn, and the doings for and 
against it, more than ever before, as the 
rigid questioning, and cross-questioning, borne 
by the speaker, with the gratest ease, and the 
hearty vote of thanks given at the termina- 
tion evinced, iS 

‘The rise and progress of the Dawn, with 
the management, mismanagement—the deeds 
of good men and doings that were anything 
but creditable, whether the doers claimed to 
be good men or not, were held up to the 
amusement or the disgust of a wronged peo- 
ple, but with a degree of forbearance as to 
names, and dignity of manner, that invited 
guests or interested parties who have hitherto 
trumpeted the other view of Dawn, might 
imitate with adyantage. A call for names 
was made by some present, but the better way 
was pointed out, and the time-worn, batter- 
ed, sorely tried servant of his people, took 
leave at alate hour, and the meeting adjourn- 
ed tonext Monday evening, the 9th inst., to 
meet at the Ist Baptist Church, after having 
selected three out of the committee of five 
to be finally appointed. In giving details of 
Dawn, some of the points dwelt upon were 
the original design of a Manual Labor School 
for the fugatives and other colored people in 
Canada—the purchase of lands for the same 
—the 80 acres given to Mr. Josiah Henson 
for begging services—the 20 acres sold Rev. 
Hiram Wilson—the Boston gift of several’ 
thousand dollars towards the saw-mill to pre- 
vent begging so much, and the modest per 
centage (25 per cent) paid the agent for 
bringing the Boston money home—then the 
saw-mill contract, or no contract, develop- 
ing a species of manouyering not equalled at 
Sebastopol. as. yet so far as we know. The 
manner by which possession was taken—the 
prosperous ‘Institution, now and for a long 
period defunct —the debts contracted—cred- 
itors finally compounded with, and what were 
the actions of a committee appointed at one 
time, notto place Dawn out of the reach of the 
people—not to suffer destruction to stalk 
abroad, but to give force to Mr. Wilson’s 
reports of the school and its management 
when it existed. 

Mr. Brown dwelt for some time upon the 
steady refusal to have the accounts audited, 
as required upon the Declaration of Trust, 
which, by-the-way, is about to be superced- 
ed by a new instrument of the same name— 
spoke of Mr, Josiah Henson’s visit to Eng- 
land, and of his‘ return in company with 
John Scoble, the party who now lives there- 
on, and who assumes’ to- direct: affairs, with 
the acts of petty tyranny. confusion, bicker- 
ings, &c., that charicterised his advent. The 
preparatory remedies to be applied at once 
should wily manoeuvres not prevent them, 
from carrying out on the 29th of August of 
this year, the original design of donors to the

States on this question, and whenever a 
slave crossed the line, he found a goodly 
number of friends to help him on his way, 
The South grew indignant, and demanded 
the passage of a more effective law for the 
rendition of fugitives. Remember, we have 
thirty-one States. Fiftéen of that number 
are slaveholding, and inasmuch as each 
State under the federal compact is entitled 
to two senators, the non-slaveholding States 
have only a majority of two in the Senate. 
Tt was an easy matter with a thousand and 
one offices at. the disposal of the Govern- 
ment at Washington to buy up a handfuy 
of northern traitors. Hence, Mr. Webster, 
who was fishing for the Presidency, and Mr, 
Filmore, who desired re-election to that 
office, bartered away their souls to the South 
for a prospective mess of pottage; and as a 
proof of their fidelity, pushed through.the 
Senate and House of Representatives the 
bloody act of 1850, Now mark the re- 
sults. Every free and one slaveholding 
State, Missouri, have repudiated in part its 
provisions. 

‘The law requires that a person claimed 
as a slave shall be given up on ex parte testi- 
mony—allows the commissioner ten pieces 
of silver,—the price for betraying our 
Saviour,—for every conviction; sets aside 
the writ of habeas corpus, which has been 
held sacred, in all free governments, from 
the restoration of Charles the Second to the 
Present hour, Now, if you claim a man as 
a slave, he has the privilege of proving his 
right to his freedom; if you bring him be- 
fore a commissioner, he has a right to de- 
mand atrial before a judge of the Supreme 
Bench. 

Besides, it has produced a deep-rooted feel- 
ing to the institution of slavery, and reveal- 
ed the wicked purposes of the slavery pro- 
pagandists. And now, in a majority of our 
own Northern cities, a runaway cannot be 
taken without the aid of a strong police or 


evidenee, gentle reader, that the anti-slavery | ®

Burns, and cost the Government the snug 
sum of forty thousand dollars. It has also 
caused a host of slaves, who, otherwise, 
would have lurked in the States, to seek pro- 
tection on the hospitable shores of British 
America. Upon the whole, I regard the 
Fugitive Law as a decided blessing, and I 
wish we had one for every day in the year. 

But it should be borne in mind that the 
principle or main object of that law is not 
new. Emigration leaders would have you 
believe that it was born but yesterday. 
The act of 1793, for the rendition of slaves, 
was in full course of action when superce- 
ded by the bill of 1850. The former differ- 
ed-only from the latter act in certain details, 
and these, as I have shown, have been 
ignored by the people. They have treated 
in like mianner the repeal of the compromise 
of 1820; and nearly every man who voted 
for it has been permitted to remain at home. 
It is computed by the Cincinnati Daily En- 
quirer, a staunch hunker sheet, a supporter 
of the Polk and Pierce dynasties, that the 
incoming House will not contain, all told, 
twenty Nebraska-Kansas men, from the 
States north of Mason and Dixon’s Line. 

Never, I say, since the organization of the 
Government, was the abolition question so 
well and so numerously represented in Con- 
gress as it isnow. In 1836, John Quincy 
Adams presented a petition for the disso- 
lution of the Usion, He was met on every 
hand with the ery of treason, and impeached 
in his seat by Tom Marshall, of Kentucky. 
Mr, Adams—the Lord Brougham of the 
‘House—grappled his antagonist, as he would 
a child, told him to go home and study; and 
that he had forgotten more Jaw than he 
ever knew. The old * man eloquent” was 
triumphantly sustained. But he had to 
contend alone. We have now two or more 
abolition representatives from every free 
State. 

Itis a fact worthy of note, that the first 
anti-slavery publication ever issued in North 
America was a tract of Ralph Standiford, in 
1729; we now have hundreds of such tracts 
seattered all over the country. ‘The first 
society for the express purpose of promoting 
emancipation was organized in Pennslyva- 
nia by the celebrated Dr. Franklin, in 1787; 
its influence was felt in the unanimous de- 
claration of the American people, signed in 
1774, that they would not “ engage in the 
slave trade themselves, nor lease their yes- 
sels to others for ‘that purpose”: we now 
have a host of such societies in the United 
States. 

In 1822 or 1823, Benjamin- Lundy 
started a periodical, styled the “ Genius of 
Universal Emancipation,” To my noble 
Lundy belongs the honor of editing the 
first journal in America, devoted mainly to 
the extinction of slavery; we now have a 
hundred newspapers working exclusively 
for “ black manity,” and no less than two 
hundred more working for both black and 
white manity. It is in the memory of men 
now living, when there was not an academi- 
cal or a medical school in the United States, 
where a black man could be admitted on 
| terms of equality: at present, he can be ad- 


Missouri compromise—now the servility of| mitted into one or more such schools in 


every free State of the Union. And so 
reat has been the desire for anti-slavery 
hight, the friends found it necessary to have 
a course of anti-slavery lectures during the 
past winter. Hence, we have been delight- 
ed with Chase and Hale, and Sumner, and 
Giddings; and Garrison, aud Clay, and Fred- 

ecto incomparably the greatest 
orator of them all, 

In the earlier days of Wm. Lloyd 
Garrison, the question was frequently 
asked, “Are you an abolitionist?” The 
usual form of denial was, “ Do you take me 
for an abolitionist ?”” Now-a-days, men are 
proud of the abolition name. Besides this, 
all the great orators belong to the North and 
notto the South. Among the list are the 
names of Whittier, Longfellow, Bryant, 
Thomas Buchanan, Reid, and Pierpont. 

The South knows how to make bales of 
cotton; but she does‘not know how to make 
books; and while she is scheming for the 
extension of ‘her power, the North is flood- 
ing the country with such books as Uncle 
Tom, Ida May, and the White Slave. Here 
Imight drop the curtain, for if our litera- 
ture, nay, our philosophy, is in opposition to 
slavery, itis easy to foresee the downfall of 
that abominable tyranny. And yet our 
emigration neighbors, the sages, or the Don 
Quichottes, I ioe not which of the race, 
say that things are getting worse and worse 
inthe States. 

I will bring this series of papers to a close, 
by briefly recapitulating the points in the 
course of the argument. First, that there 
is no prejudice in the States against color, 
but condition. That if it be against the 
color, that is natural fora Caucasian to hate 
a Negro, and the contrary, where and when 
they meet, mutual repellency must follow ; 
and since they have met, and it has not 
taken place, Lam authorzed in saying that 
nosuch a state of nature exists. 

You reply, that ifit be against condition, 
“ why do not our higher classes take position 
with their own classes of whites? Surely, 
as they are now elevated in society, they 
should sit at the first table, take the best 
seats in the churches, and the boxes in the 
theatres”? Not necessarily so. All men 
are born free and equal; but it does not fol- 
low that all are equal in a state of ‘society. 
‘The law regulating men socially depends not 
ona priori but a secondary cause, as I shall 
show in the sequel. And now, since you 
are inthe humour of asking questions, allow 
me to propound one or two to you. Why 
do not the colored barbers [generally] shave 
colored men in their shops? Why do not 
colored men admit on terms of equality, 
those of their own complexion in their eating 
houses in the city of —? 

I guess you have run your head against 
aram’s horn, and if you have no objection, 
I will ease the concussion. Here is the an- 
swer: Because it is not to their interest; 
neither is it to the interest of the whites. 
And why not to their interest? Be- 
cause we have’ not advanced sufficiently 
togive these a vital support, and therefore 
the Yankee, in spite of law or Gospel, will 
follow the eternal dollar. Secondly, that 
we can rise to the most. honourable stations 
in social life;—such as lawyers, doctors, di- 
vines, artists, dc. Thirdly, that we have a 
large scope here for development, If we 
wish to be farmers, we can purchase 
vernment lands eheap, and sell at good 
prices all we can raise. If we desire to be 
moralists, or savans, the churches and 
‘schools are opened, where we can learn how 
to be as-holy as the divine Socrates, or as 
wise as the immortal Plato. Fourthly,

that every native, bond or free, is a citizen; 
‘that we have citizens, however, as recogni. 
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is a citizen of the United States. Fifthly, 
that we have no desire to separate ourselves 
from the whites, in seeking our rights, but to 
become a fk and parcel ofthe great Ame- 
rican family. Sixthly, that it is not to our 
interest to emigrate to South America, be- 
cause of the climate, language, and habits 
of the inhabitants of that country. That 
the British West Indies offer no better in- 
ducement, for, aside from the seasons, the 
dominant classes are among the most 
haughty aristocrats in the world, That 
Africa is absolutely worse; the climate and 
air are as much opposed to the develop- 
ment of American manhood as light to 
darkness, as truth to error. That the Bri- 
tish Provinces will do very well; but that 
the same combination of causes necessary 
to elevate us there, to wit: numbers, 
wealth, and. intelligence, will elevate us 
here. That the public sentiment of the 
country is rapidly advancing ‘in our favour; 
that ere long the sun will enjoy bis meri- 
dian glory. And finally, that we never 
will emigrate en masse from the States. 

And now, when the vessel is well nigh 
ready to bear us ‘safely into port, shall we 
desert our country, desert the graves of our 
fathers, our mothers, brothers and sisters. 
Shall we leave, to clank their chains on the 
cotton swamps of the South, four millions 
of slaves. 1 trow not. I trust, however, 
in this the noon of our regeneration, that 
we may prove to the world that we are not 
poltroons arid cowards, and unfit for ‘the 
condition of freemen. 

I am in fayor of individual enterprise. 
If aperson can do better in one city than 
in another, let him, if he choose, remove 
there; if better in one country than an- 
other, let him emigrate there. We wish 
fetters on neither the body nor the soul, but 
have both as free as the air. But we de- 
sire no conventions—no fussy, wordy re- 
solves, no interlopers among us with honey- 
ed words upon their tongues, in favour of 
expatriation—but we wish all to be fully 
persuaded in their own minds, to use the 
words of St. Paul. Hope our friends are 
satisfied with this expose,

Report and Circular of the True Band 
Society of Amherstburg, C, W. 


To the Editor of the Provincial Freeman : 

Dzar Mapam,—Please publish the fol- 
lowing Report and Circular, in behalf of the 
True Band Society of Amherstburg, C. W., 
and vicinity, for the benefit of the Colored 
people in Canada, and to invigorate the 
panting Fugitive, who is now fleeing before 
the baying bloodhounds of the slaveholder, 
and the more cruel minions and slave-catch- 
ers of the “ Fugitive Slave Bill:”— 

We, the colored people of Amherstburg, 
have the most of us fled from American 
Slavery,— the vilest that ever saw the 
light,”—where we have been robbed of all 
our earnings, crushed in our intellects, de- 
nied education, under the debaueh system 
of Slavery; where we have been chattels 
and goods in the hands of our masters, and 
resistance to white men is made crime by 
the slave law; where virtue is necessarily 
(under such Jaws) crushed in the dust, and" 
the slave is a victim to the lust and avarice 
of the oppressor. But, through the good 
Providence of God, and by means of friends, 
the North Star, and underground railroad, 
we have sought for freedom and found it in 
Canada, under Her Majesty; and when 
many of us arrived here, we were literally 
naked, hungry, and penniless; the country 
being new, and but little cleared up, we 
have necessarily been very poor. Appeals 
have been made to our friends, the Aboli- 
tionists, in the States, and we have, in com- 
mon with other fugitives, received some 
temporary relief through their benevolence, 
for which we are thankful. 

But, while we have received such relief, 
the goodness of our friends has been im- 
posed upon; and a system of “ begging” 
has been got up, and agents have been go- 
ing out through the States, constantly tell- 
ing of our suffering and poverty, and 
asserting that we cannot sustain ourselves, 
after so many years of freedom: at the 
same time, those agents are living upon the 
spoils of beggary, neglecting to work with 
their hands—one dollar per day being a 
common price allowed to begging agents, 

Now, brethren, this begging brings us 
no permanent good; but degrades us in the 
eyes of the world, And the people of the 
United States, and the slaveholders, have 
cause Jo say, and in fact do say, “ the slaves 
can’t take care of themselves. The blacks 
were made for slaves, and freedom is 
acurse tothem.” We, the True Band of 
Amherstburg, repudiate the whole system 
of begging in behalf of the fugitives in Ca- 
nada; and by an unanimous vote, in our 
last meeting, we passed a solemn resolu- 


tion tothat effect. The resolution passed 
was:— 


“ Under God we can take care of ourselves.” 


Our True Band Society was formed and 
organized the 18th day of Noy., (A. D.,) 
1854, for the following purpose:—First, to 
form a Union among ourselves. Second, 
for our intellectual improvement. Third, to 
increase our benevolent feelings—(the most 
ennobling principle of the human mind) — 
and to prove that truth of Scripture, “ It is 
more blessed to give than to receive.” 
Fourth, to raise funds to assist the fugitive 
on his way to Canada; and also, after get- 
ting here, those who have not the means to 
support themselves until they can get em- 
ployment. Fifth, to get them into good 
business as soon as possible, and to encou- 
rage them to improve their talents, to live 
by the sweat of their own brows, and 
make themselves useful men and women 
amongst us. Sixth, to encourage all to 
escape the “yoke of bondage” for free- 
dom; and those in the Northern States ex- 
posed to the Fugitive Slave Law, to make 
sure their liberty.

It must be repeated that the question of 
peace or war is not decided until the third 
point is settled. 

The Paris correspondent of the London 
Times Aelegiaphs under’ date of Friday 
evening, that. the news from Vienna appears 
to be favourable to peace, and at Paris peo- 
ple believe that the Conference will be at- 
tended with a happy result. 

Count Nesselrode, itis believed, will pro- 
ceed to Vienna when the negociations be- 
come critical. 

The new Czar gave strong evidence of 
abiding by the plans traced out by his fa- 
ther; and that he would make no conces- 
sions.

Fugitive aided by a Merchant. 


It is reported that a gentleman who came 
down the river on Thursday, with a boat- 
load of salt, had a slave, in whom he placed 
the utmost confidence, and when the gen- 
tleman stopped at the Spencer House, he 
took with him from the boat this colored 
man to attend on him, but the following night 
the negro man was missing; and it has since 
been ascertained that he was placed on the 
underground railroad, and: taken rapidly 
northward, 

‘A gentleman from Natchez, Miss., whose 
name is said to be johnson, arrived here on 
Wednesday, and brought with him an inter- 
esting dark mulatto girl, about ten years of 
age, who was held as a slave. 

It was rumored about town yesterday 
morning, that the Mississippian and'this girl 
were stopping at the Walnut-Street House, 
and some abolitionists sued out a writ of 
habeas corpus, and placed it in the hands 
of one of the:deputy sheriffs, who went 
down tothe Walnut-Street House, and 
looked round, but could not find the girl, 
and left. 

Soon afterwards it was represented that 
that the girl was in the house, but was re- 
moved from oné'room and-secreted in an- 
other.
